You should try to get the Nedelya article, probably ava ila ble 
at only a few_ libraries (or the Russian Embassy?), but beyond that I really would 
be surprised if the Russians said anything that would be relevant to us. 

I do think that information about Mother D. could be important. She is probably 
prominent enough;; that we could get information from someone who does not even 
know her personally. If, for example, she hasn’t said a kind word to a Russian 
emigre since 1917, that would pretty well shoot down her son’s cover story. It’ s 
worth a try. 

It would be good if you could talk to Davison yourself, but I think there is 
a real advantage to a non-WC-critic (e.g., a reporter) making the first attempt. 

1 agree that this stuff is best in the context of, say, AGENT OSWALD, but it might 
also make a good article by itself. It does contain a lot of typical FBI-SS non- 
investigation, as well as being provocative. I think it would make at least as good 
an article as the one you suggested on the withholding of Ferrie documents . 

Perhaps Mary could check the Dallas papers on the Penkovsky case. There was 
a local angle. One far-out possibility is that Mrs. Davison had friends in the 
Dallas Russian group. Worth checking, at least. If you agree, I’ll ask Mary. 

1 checked the book described in one of the Davison clips you sent, Wild 
Children of the Urals. Nothing of relevance. The senior Davisons apparently did 
not play a major role in this 1918 episode. 

rrom the story of Davison's house-hunting, and the summary of his career, it 
strikes me that his mother's address would be the only one he could give to someone 
who was to look him up after his return in 1963, since he was living there himself. 

But that doesn't require giving Oswald "Natalia Alekseevna" as well as "Mrs. Hal."
